The second Mrs. Breakwell was the

Pethke is a surly 
fellow, forty-five years old, and lived 
In the house with, aged Mrs. Break- 
well. In fact, the couple have resided 
In the house for several years, and 
Mrs. Breakwell lived there when her 
nustwnd obtained the divorce on the 
ground of desertion. 


The victim was a Baptist minister, 


find for 'a year past had a charge in 
Danen, Wis. He was a retired merchant 
and 
had accumulated considerable 


property in the town ot H!ghwood and 
the surrounding country. 
The house 


In which Mrs. Breakwell and Pethke 
lived was built.with the money o£ Mrs. 
Breakwell and her husband, but atter 
the divorce Mrs Breakwell deeded or 
signed her share to Pethke. Mr. Break- 
well rlaimed his share in the house, on 
the ground that he "had loaned her 
'money with which to complete it, and 
it was the old clergyman's attempt to 
obtain possession of the property that 
led to the murder. 


A constable notified Mrs. Breakwell 


and Pethke two weeks ago that they 
must \acate, and Pethke claims he was 
driven to desperation because the min- 
ister would snow him no niercy. 


The murder was one ot the most 


fiendish atrocity. On Wednesday, Au- 
gust 17, the aged clergyman came down 
from Darien to visit his children. As 
he was walking along the principal 
street ot Highwood. his Bible under 
his arm, Pethke stole up behind him 
and, seizing him by the beard, cut his 
throat, severing the jugular vein. 


As the victim fell the frenzied mur- 


derer stabbed him time and again in 
the face and throat, cutting his nose oft 


visitor is Mrs. Breakwell, who. how- 
ever, fails to cheer him with her pres- 
ence or her words of encouragement. 
Her influence over him is gone. 


These two constitute a strange cou- 


ple. Pethke was the company tailor 
in bis regiment and met Mrs. Break- 
well at Fort Sheridan when she can:: 
there as a nurse in the families of the 
officers. 
She went out nursing, al- 


though her husband was rich, and soon 
she and Pethke began occupying the 
bouse. 
He said he built the house 


while Mrs. Breakwell owned the lot; 
that he borrowed $600, and that Mr. 
Breakwell induced the lender o£ the 
money to sue him. 


This led to the murder. Pethke says 


the clergyman put his wife out of his 
house anil refused to support her, and 
that is why she went to Pethke's. she 
having no other place to go. He elates 
that Mr. Breakwell used the vilest lan-

Her en- 
mity, it Ss claimed, was particularly 
directed toward her niece and step- 
daughter, who had married her son.
